As a result of a telegraphic appeal 


from the white citizens to Governor 
Vardaman for troops to protect their 
lives and property the, executive last 
night dispatched two military com- 
panies, battery L, which carries a Cat- 
ling gun, arid company D, oftjie state 
militia, to WaJjalak as fast as steam 
could carry them. 


The troops left here at 10 o'clock on 


a special train of two coaches, a bag- 
gage car and an engine and were rush- 
ed to Wahalak, where a crisis is at 
hand. 


Both companies are heavily armed 


the battery and artillery carrying two 
field guns, as well as the Galling gun. 
The company of infantry Carries rifles 
of the latest pattern and the company 
contains some^of the best shots In the 
state militia. ' 


II a clash occurs between the troops 


and the negroes the bloodshed. It Is 
feared, will be great, for the blacks 
are also heavily armed, according to 
reports.

In the midst of the storm which was 
raging she started for Bamfleld. five miles 
away. The path led througn a wilderness, 
and it took the woman four hours to force 
her way through the underbrush and over 
the rocks. She arrived with her clothing 
n rags, her shoes worn out and her 
lands and face lacerated, but managed 
to reach the British steamer. Quadra, 
which put to sea and reached the wrecked 
ship In time to snve all memDers of the 
crew.

small wire frame. Run a thick wire 
into the air for ten inches 
from a 


small wooden block, into which it is 
fastened. 
Make a small loop of it at 


the upper end. Through this hang an- 
other wire, which shall support two 
circles of wire, several Inches apart, 
about the main support. Last of all 
wind the whole with smilax and catch 
In the berries. The result Is more 
than pleasing.

when she reached it from Philadelphia 
she found not a single apartment fin- 
ished; no fence, no-yard, no conven- 
ience whatever. 
In November, 1800. 


she wrote to a friend that she bad 
made a drying room for the family 
wash 'out of the "great unfinished au 
dlence room." 


Thomas 
Jefferson's 
white 
house 


Christmases were truly on the "Jeffer- 
scnlan style." 
He was a widower 


with four daughters, the 
eldest 
o 


whom, Martha, presided at the white 
house during her father's second ad 
ministration. 


While James Madison served two 


full terms as president, he and his 
beautiful wife, "Dolly," did not spend 
all of these in the white house. In 
August, 1814, the British gave this sec 
tion a little surprise party, sacking 
and burning the white house and othe 
government buildings. 


In Jackson's Time. 


The first Christmas dinner serve< 


after the French methods of cookln; 
at the white house was given by Mrs 
James 
Monroe 
in 1817. Preslden 


Monroe insisted that the turkey b 
baked after the "Ole Virginy" style 
Two daughters, Eliza and Maria, eav 
that the 
holidays were 
celebrates 


after the old style of the south. 


Although it is a matter of hlston 


that In 1825 congress protested agains 
a bill for billiard tables for the whit 
house and declared billiard playing : 
species of gambling and "alarming t 
the religious, moral and reflecting por 
tlon of the community." there was any- 
thing but extravagance In the John 
Qulncy Adams administration. 


After the good old style of Tennes- 


see President Andrew Jackson saw 
that Christmas was properly celebrat- 
ed while he was in tho white house. 
He was a widower of only a few 
months when he 
became president 


and calumnies had embittered his life. 


Marriage In White House. 


Fourflonfl but 110 daughters aided ID 


making ChrlstmfiB merry at tho white 
house during the 
administration of 


Martin Van Buren, and under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Angelica Van Buren, 
the president's 
daughter-in-law, the 


holidays were pleasantly passed. 


There was no white house Christ- 


mas for 
President 
William Henry 


Harrison. 
He lived but 
one short 


month after his Inauguration and tho 
office was assumed by Vice President 
John Tylor. of Virginia. Letitia Tyler, 
the president's first wife, enjoyed but 
one Christmas at the white house. She 
died in September, 1842, leaving sev- 
eral children! 


President Polk had no children anr 


a new era dawned at thfi white house 
when Mrs. Polk became the mistress 
thereof. 
She was puritanic 
in hei 


taste and intolerant In 
her views 


There was little entertaining beyond 
that demanded by 
official 
etiquette 


Christmas was celebrated In the sim 
plest manner possible. 


The hero of the war with Mexico 


Zachary Taylor, spent but one Christ 
mas at the white house, but that one 
was pleasant for all inmates. 
Presi 


dent Taylor believed in good living 
and in extracting all the pleasure pos 
slble out of the holiday season. 
He 


died on July 9, 1850, having been In 
office a little, more than one year. 


Shadows in Mansion. 


Millard Flllmore, of New York, did 


not have a happy occupancy of th' 
white house and each Christmas wa 
fllled with sadness. Three weeks afte 
his- accidental accession to the presi 
dency his wife passed away and th 
next year his only child, a daughter 
followed the mother. 


I 
Shadows and sadness went into the 


white house with -Franklin Pierce. 
Three sons died In early youth and 
the fourth was killed in a railroad 
accident four months before' the father 
was 
inaugurated 
president. 
Mrs. 


Pierce never recovered from the shock 
and was in feeble health during her 
four years as first lady. There was 
no happy Christinas for 
the 
heart- 


broken president and his good wife. 


Though 'outwardly 
a happy man, 


perhaps the most wretchedly unhappy 
president was James Buchanan, 
of 


Pennsylvania, who was a bachelor be- 
cause the-mother of the young lady to 
whom he was engaged objected to the 
match and unholy falsehoods were cir- 
culated which caused breaking the 
engagement. 


While the administration of Abra 


ham Lincoln was the most momentous 
in the history of our government, the 
chief executive was never 
happier 


than when seeing the young enjoying 
themselves. His three Christmases a 
the white house were made even the 
more Joyous by the fact that he tool 
a leading hand In tho festivities of the 
holidays. 


Elaborate Celebrations. 


When Vice President Andrew John 


son took the oath ns president he car 
rled with him to the white house a 
beautiful wife and three young sons 
Ho also had among his possession 
the southern way of celebrating Christ 


mas and there were lively times at 
he white house during the holidays. 


During the two terms of President 
Irant Christmas was celebrated In 
he most elaborate 
manner 
at the 


white house. Mrs. Grant would not 
lave thought it Christmas without the 
Christmas tree and the four children 
were permitted to invite their young 
'riends. 


President and Mrs. Hayes made a 


model home of the white house and 
:he Christmas reunions were among 
;he happiest events of the admlnistra- 
;ion. 
There was an absence of Christ- 


mas cheer In liquid, form, but nothing 
else was lacking from the holiday bill 
of fare'to make~the occasion' entirely 
pleasant to Intimates and friends. 


James A. Garfleld, the second presi- 


dent to die at the hands of an assas- 
sin, did not live to spend a Christmas 
at the white house: 


Two children, a boy and a.girl, went 


with their widowed.father, Chester A. 
Arthur,'to the white house when he 
became president. .During Arthur's 
administration' nearly, every day was 
a holiday at the white house, but ex- 
tra good times were ushered in dur- 
ing Christmas. President Arthur was 
an 
exceptionally liberal 
man and 


Santa Claus had about all he could do 
in the way of delivering presents. 


Joy Now Reigns. 


As a 
crusty 
bachelor 
President" 


Cleveland spent but one Christmas at 
the white'house. 
Before 
the next 


yuletide the beautiful Frances Folsom 
had become the wife of the president 
and mistress of the white house. Then 
Christmas became really Christmas. 


During both of Mr. Cleveland's ad- 


ministrations Santa Claus never failed 
to do his lull duty and especially after 
the baby came. The president was 
not much of a make-merry man, but 
the fair 
young 
wife 
scattered tho 


sweetest of Christmas cheer to all. 


The death of Mrs. Caroline Harrison 


in 1892 cast a shadow over President 
Harrison and during the remainder of 
hife administration he was a very un- 
happy man. The joyous Christmases 
vere unknown to him. 


Under the direction of that good 
nd kindly man, William McKinley, 
hrlstmna at the white house during 
our years of his administration were 
II that could be wished for.' With 
Irs. McKinley It was seen that no one 
onnected with the white house was 
eglected In the distribution of gifts; 
ich and poor wero remembered alike. 


Tho death-dealing bullet from the 


lands ot .an asslssln caused a whole 
nation to bow in sorrow and there was 
no Christmas at the white house In 


901, 
when Vice President Roosevelt

Police Donahue, of this city, from 0. 
0. Stierle, of New Orleans, who says 
he Is a son of the man who was 
lynched, 


Confesses on His Deathbed. 


In this letter Stierle says that a 


man named Bright who died recently 
in the parish prison In New Orleans. 
confessed to him and to others that 
he, not Carl Stierle. murdered the Top- 
ping girl and should have been lynch- 
ed by the mob for the crime. 


O. 0. Stierle knew that his father 


met his death In Nebraska back in 
the '70"s, but he did not even suspect 
that he was charged with a murder 
and lynched by a mob until the dying 
man's confession revealed the shock- 
ing fact to him. 


Bright said he had carried the se- 


cret of his guilt locked tight in his 
own breast from the time he commit- 
ted the crime until he fell ill and 
learned that he could not recover his 
health.
